Take a daily with a circulation of ono 
thousand, tho aggregate number of pa- 
pers printed in one year is 312,000, 
and counting five readers to each paper 
(which is alow estimate), a. yearly ad< 
vortisemont will bo exposed to tho eyes 
of readers ono million five hundred and 
sixty thousand times. Is it not re- 
markable that this amount of advertis- 
ing can bo done for the smallamouut of 
money charged. It is scarcely enough 
to pay for tho white paper on which tho 
advertisement is printed. 
If business 


men would but consider tho advantage 
derived 1'iom money spent in advertis- 


ing, there would bo more of it done, 
and daily papers would not bo compell- 
ed to use small sheets only partially 
filled with live advertisements. 
To run 


a daily paper requires a largo expendi- 
ture of money, and business men should 
feel tho importance and advantage to 
themselves of bus.taiu.ing an enterprise 
of this kind. 
A wideawake newspaper 


advertises u towu, fur it iu the repre- 
sentative of the people, aud displays 
the liberality or stinginess of the com- 


munity.

ENLISTMENTS IN THE ABMir,

It abpcanrfrom,a atotemont made OT 


tho AdjAtant Generalt that in the Mb 
years ending Deo. 31st.,' 1874; there 
were enlisted in the United Sjites ii^my 
183,659 men. The largest representa- 
tion as to nationality, was that of the 
United States—97,006. Ireland ranks 
next with 38,649, and Germany next, 
with 23,127. Then cornea ^England, 
9,037, Canada 4,073, Scotland 2,456, 
and Switzerland, 1,562, The largest 
number of enlistments were in th« yean 
just following the war, when the mili- 
tary habit was more or less strong.— 
In tho years jnst before the stagnation 
of business, and the following year tho 
enlistments wore as follows : 1872, 12, 
172; 1873,10,052 ; 1874, 4,821. It 
would not be right to accept these fig- 
ures an showing that the prevailing dis- 
tress las not been so groat as to drive 
men into the army, because ft must be 
remembered that the standard of quali- 
fications for enlistment has been rais- 
ed.

In tho House there are 


207 Republicans, and 178 Democrats. 
Tho Republican majority, it is thought, 
will be 25 or 30 in the House. 
The 


vote is increased about 1,200 ever last 
year, being nearly 81.000, and the 
largest ever oast iu tho State.

Dr. Ward called 
Mr. Bowcn's two oldest sons as witnes- 
ses, and they were cross-examined by 
Mr. Tilney, counsel for the committee.

statement about Bowon's searching for 
evidence, and the fact that he 
found 


nothing of importance. The main drift 
of inquiry was to learn whether Bowen, 
in his statement to the examining com- 
mittee, had brought forward all the ev- 
idence of importance which Ihe posse«->- 
ed, and it was concluded that he tin*! 
done so. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., March 15.— 


The Republican Committee and Sena- 
tor Craigin telegraph to-night from 
Concord that tho Republican majority 
wi'l exceed 3,000 for Governor, while 
the Legislature is largely Republican. 
The result here is a positive surprise to 
the Domocrats. 
The more earoful 


judges did not expect to cloct the 
Governor by the people, but wore con- 
fident that they would sccuro the Leg- 
islature, which elects a United States 
Senator. 


Ex-Roprescntativo Kellogg is here 


from Connecticut, and says that State 
is sure to go Republican next month. 
The greenback defection and the course 
of the Democratic House, ho declares, 
havo caused a great change. 


Senator Dawes has received a dispatch 


from tho friends of Mr. Richard H. 
Dana, not Mr. Dana himself, as pub- 
lished, asking that his nomination as 
Minister to England be not acted on 
till he can be heard. This request 
has been communicated to the commit- 
tee, and also to the President, and the 
appointment will neither bo acted on 
nor withdrawn till Mr. Dana replies to 
the charges], against him. It is very 
doubtful, ho'wevcr, if he is eventually 
reported favorably, even if his name is 
not withdrawn. There is a clear ma- 
jority in Jthe Senate against his con- 
firmatien.

The House Committee, on Military 


Affairs examined to-day Bridges, the 
Iowa map, who was interested in the 
head stones contract. From his testi- 
mony it was elicited that be paid 
$20,000 to a certain paityfor influence 
in obtaining his share of the contract, 
and that through information obtained, 
certain bids were not filed until within 
fifteen minutes of the time for opening 
the proposals. 


The House .Juiiciary committee will 


request the Attorney General to convey 
to Mr. Marsh tho assurance that he will 
not be criminally prosecuted if ho re- 
turns to the United States to testify in 
the impeachment case of Gen. Belknap. 
There is no prospect that the Senate 
will pass the House bill for the protec- 
tion of witnesses.
